jets, every perlon ſo convicted, guilty of a high mi:demeanor, and 
ſhall be puniſhed as the court (hail direct. —Perſons aſſembled as afore- 
aid, firing at or maiming any perſon, or ſending threatning letters, or 
> » procuring by threats any ſubjects to join them, ſhall ſuffer death A. 
alſo any perſon who ſhall, between ſan ſet and fun riſe, or before 6 in the 
morning, maliciouſly aſlau t or injure the habitationof any other perlon, 
or forceably break into any houſe, barn, &c. or by threats cauſe any 
dor to be open, or carry away horſe, mule, &c. or any weapon cr 
money without the conient of the owner, or cavfe the ſame to be deli - 
vered by threits.—Any perſon offending as aforeſaid after 6 in the fore-
